Applicants axe submitting herewith a verified English translation of Japanese 
patent application serial number 2004-285777. Therefore, Applicants axe entitled to claim the 
benefit of the September 30, 2004 filing date of this priority application which is prior to the 
November 8, 2004 US filing date of Matsumoto . 

Hence, as the foreign priority filing date of the present application is prior to the U.S. 
filing date of Matsumoto, Matsumoto is not prior art to the present application. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn.
